Seventeen of the forty-one indi- 
vidual makes listed returned gains 
over last year Increases ranged 
from 368.2 per cent. for Ford to 2.1 
per cent. for Dodge 

Ford's contribution was 25.760 
which compared with 5,501 for the 
nine months of last year. It is sig- 


nificant that the Model A registered 
more than one-fourth of the local 
listings 

Chevrolet. in second place. had 
12,553, which compared with 15.889 
of the Fours in 1928. A review of 
the figures shows that the General 
Motors unit had 2,341 in July as 
the peak month, with 616 in Jan- 
uary as its lowest point. Ford's peak 
was 4,036 in July and its lowest 
month was 1.426 in Februar Sep- 
tember was the second lowest with 
2,201 

Pontiac was third with 6,197. as 
against 4.815 last year and Nash 
was fourth with 5.619. 506 cars in 
excess Of the previous year
